Heconstruction Resumed.

The reconsideration of the reconstruction report
as a whole was then entered into,

Dr, Speer, of Brooklyn, offered the following
amtndment to the Reconstruction Committee's re-
port, which was adopted :—

Dr. Speer’s A-nnd-lfnt t.l the Reconstraction
sport.

As to the reorganization of presbyteries and fixing
their future boundaries, the Assembly are of the
opinion that this work, {f done by the several
gynodas, will be more likely to be effected tothe satis-
fuction of all parties concerned than if done by this
Asgembly,. Accordingly this specillc work I8 re-
mitted to the synods, as defined by this Assembly;
and for the purpose of securing uniformity of action
on the partof the synods throughout the entire
Church, the Assembly recommend that each aynod,
belng convened as hereinafter provided, should re-
organizge the presbyteries existing within its bounds
in accordance with the following general principles:

1. That each several presbytery, with the minls-
ters and churches within its limits, be defined as to
boundaries by ge phical llnes, or with respect to
convenient lines of travel.

2. That presbyteries be enlarged, and the forma-
tion of small ones to be discouraged ; none formed
hereafter to consist of less than flve ministers, the
quornm for buginess remaining as heretofore.

8. That in the formation or arrangements of pras-
byteries by the respective synods, it be recom-
mended that ne présbytery consist of less thau ten
ministers except in outlying, frontier, and misslon-
ary dﬁmcw' and then be constituted as large as

asible,
po‘. That when two or more congregations upon
different sides of & synodical or preshyterial line are
under one pastoral charge, they shall all for the
t e belong to that preshiytery with which the minls-
ter is conmected,but only g0 long a8 guch particular
relation continues,

5, That ministers withont charge are reguired to
unite with that presbytery within the geographizcal
limits of which they ordinarily reside or are nearest
to, and to which they shall be amenabie for the
proper discharge of their ordination engagements,

6. That the presbyteries and synods heretofora
existing, which shall lose their present organization
by consolidation under these arrangements, shall be
congidered and designated as continulng their snc-
cegslon in that syn now defined, or that presby-
tery be constituted, which inclades the largest por-
tion, counting both ministers and churches of sald
body asexisting May 19, 1870, to preserve its records
and attend as may be found necessary to its busi-
noss and interests,

The commissloners of the presbyteries within the
bounds of each synod as fixed by this Assembly,
are hereby respectively appointed a committee to
designate the day not later than July 15, 1570, when,
aud the place where each synod shall hold its drst
mee for the reorganization of the preabyleries
within its bounds, to nominate some one to preach
the opening sermon, and preside until the synod
ghall be organized by the choice of & Moderator, and
report the same to this Assembly for (ts action, and
for the tzansaction of any other busiiess that may
come before them.

The word “organizer,” before the word “detner,”
was, on metion of Dr. Hatfleld, stricken ount,

A c¢h in the time of the next meeting of the
Assembly from the month of SBeptember to the month
of October was proposed. Not agreed to.

Rev. Dr. Spear moved another amendment to
place in the report, where It properly belongs, the
words, *‘on or before the first of August,” instead of
the first of September,

Copslderable discusaion ensued npon this subject,
which was not agreed to,

It was then moved that the 1sth of July be inserted
for the 1st of September, which was adopted.

Dr. Spear said the committee now moved the adop-
uonh of that portion of the report which was referred
to them.

The sixth articie was then read :— i

That the grtshyusnes and synods heretofore
existiug which shall lose thelr present organization
of consolidation under these arrangements shall be
conslderad and designated as continuing thelr snc-
oession in that synod now constituted, er that pres.
bytery be constituted.

The word *“‘constituted” was stricken out, and “de-
fined” loserted by action of the Assembly,

Mr, George Junkin offered the follewing amend-
ment:—

Reswoloed, That every presbytery which Is loocated
Within the bounds of two or more syuods ghall have
the right to determine with which of sald synods it
Bhall be cornected, and that this right of election
shall be exercised at (ta next meeting, otherwise
its connection shall be determined by this Assembly.

After considerable debate the amendment was
laid on the table by an overwhelising vote,

Rev, Dr, Morris moved to amend the report by
adding “‘and for the transaction of any other busi.
ness that come before theMsynods,”

The amendment Was agreed to. The whole report
on this subject Was then adopted,

The Committeée on Commissiona reported that the
Hev, Charles R. Mills was present without a oom-
misslon. AS there was suMclent evidenee befors
the committee that Mr, Mills was legully authorized

to before the Azsembly, they recommend
mnﬁn name be placed upon the roll.  Recelved,

Report of the American Beard Committee,

The special order of the day. the report of the
Committee on Conference with the American Board
of Commiggloners of Forelgn DMissions, was then
read by the Rev, Dr. Btearns,

The report stated that the General Assembly at
Pittsburg, in November, 1569, anticipatiog the for-
mation of & Doard of Foreign Missions for the
United Church, appointed a cemmities consisting
of Revs, J, F. Stearns, 1.D., Robert W, Patterson,
D.D., and B. K. Booth, aud Eldera Robert 8. Wii-
lamws and Willlam E, Landen, to take into consldera-
tion Itg relptions to the American Board of Com-
missioners for Forelgn Missons, and to report to the
next Assembly gnch measures as might seem proper
and expedient for adjusting these relations to the
new state of afmuirs,

The repoert proceeds to state the circumstances
under which the American Board was organized,
and how, after the separation in 1884, the New
School branch continued to co-operate with the
American Board, while the Old School branch es-
tablished (t8 own Board of Forelgn Misslons,

The report then proceeds as follows ;-

“I'he committee, having carefully consldered the
whole subject, are clearly of tne opinion that the
time has come when an effert should be made, a8 far
a8 may be consistent with the fallest liberty of inai-
vidual contributions and chorches, to concentrate
the connsels, the energies, and the contributions of
the whole united Chureh in the work about to ke
carrled on by our own Forelgn Misslonary Board,
reluctant as we are to sever the bonds which have
8 Jong and nnppllr{ united the committee, confident
that nothing would be galned and much may be lost
to the common cange Ly unnecessary delay.

‘“The prominence of this conviction at a meeting
held In the chapel of the Mercer Street Churoh,
New York, March 19, 1870, present Revs, J, F,
Stearns, 1. W. Patterson, and K. . Booth; absent
Elders, R. 8. Willlams & R. K. Lander, after prayer
and free discussion of the subjects referred to them,
the committees resolved :—

“#1, That in the judgment of this committée it is
desirable as well a8 important that a feir proportion
of the A. B, C, F. M cause be transferred to the
United Presbyterian Chuaroh,

“9. That {n order to & harmonious and satisfactory
transfer of any portion of these missions to the
Board of the Presbyterian Church it will be neces-
gary to leave the missionaries now connected with
such missions at liberty to sustain their present ec-
clesinstical relations im case they should prefer to
do #0. This liberty shall be acceded to the Congro-
gattonal missionaries who may be and continue in
such missions, and also in case of the formation of
presbyteries in the foreign tield to such Preabyterian
migglonaries as may prefer to remaln members of the
ernbslerlu in this country to which they now

elong.

“g, That it should be fully understood by all
parties that the same liberty thus provided for in
the case of Congregational missionaries to be trans-
ferred to the Assembly's Board, would he granted
by the A. Il C. F. M. to such Presbyterian mission-
arles as may still continue with the missions of that
hoard.,

“The {irst of these resolutions was deemed essen -~
tial in justice to ourselves and the board, as well as
for the most successful prosecution of our future
missionary work. With so many missiouaries la the
fleld, and 8o large a work begun, in common with
the expectation of cur continued co-operation, we
would not in all ralraness withdraw our contrivutions
without taking with us a corresponding partof the
responsibilities of the work, On the other hand,
after having contributed largely men and women to
the buliding up of this great missionary enterprise,
and during & period of thirty years assisted to carry
it forward to 1t8 present advanced fposition, it would
be marifestly unreasonable that we should go ouat
empty handed, leaving behind all the resalts of the

ast and the sceumuisted facllities for the future,
Tmtced it would be quite impossible for U8 10 carry
with us Into the new organization our churches and
individual contributors, If in making the change they
must give up thelr whole present working force and
geparate themselves from the beloved misslonaries
the precious song and daughters of the Charch,

“The other two resolutions were deemed impor
tant, a8 an assuranco to the misslonaries that in
changing their external relations from one board to
apother they will not be required suddenly to
change their misslonary policy, of which, from long
experijence In their particolar flelds they must in
many ¢@ases be the best judges, nor to sacrifice thelr
eccleslastical preferences or break their preseat
connection. ere this required, some, it I8 to be
feared, who would otherwise gladly cast in thelr lot
with us would think it wisest for them to remain as
they are.”

Two, atleast, of these points the report states are
fmplied by the action of the joint committee of the
Assembly, and of the Prudential Committee,

The contributions of that part of the Chuarch
bitherto connected with the American Bouard have
been $100,000 yearly, and the number of misstonaries
empioyed 18 about ffty, Lesides missionary
askistants.

New Yonk, May 25.—Evening papers here
have specials saying Geueral O'Neill crossed
the frontier at 8t. Alban's last night at 8 o’clock,
remarkiog, “I'll never recross- the lines unless
I am victorious or dead.” The troops are in
two columneg, one upon St. John's and the otner
in the direction of Richmond. The utmost eon-
sternation prevails in Canadaowing to the utter
lack of preparations for resistance.

Bymacuvss, May 25.—About 500 Feniaus left
this city to take part in the movement on
Canada. Three hundred left for the East by
the midnight train, and about 200 bad gone pre-
viously In emall equads.

a8 an assistant to Bishop White, In the united
parishes of Christ, St. Peters, and St James'
Churches in Philadelphia. He remuined 4n this clty
for ywenty years, when he was called to St Paul's
Church, Norwalk, Conn. Dr. Kemper was cense-
crated Missionary Bishop of Missour! and Indiana
in September, 18385, In Jone, 18584, he was elected
Bishop of Wisconsin, and accordingly resigned his
missionary fleld for that of aregular diocese. He
was one of the ploneers of the Eplscopal Church {n
the Northwest, and to his labors much of the pros-
perity of the Church in that region is due. He was
